NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS 


Two  cases  were  investigated  during  the  year  with  a view  to  taking  action 
under  section  4?  of  the  Act  but,  fotunately, ' both  the  persons  concerned  were 
persuaded  to  accept  institutional  care  and  so  no  statutory  action  was  necessary 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


Water  supply  was  constant  in  supply  and  quality  during  the  year. 
Routine  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  drinking  water  were  carried  out 
regularly  throughout  the  year.  There  are  approximately  20  houses,  mainly 
farms,  which  are  still  not  connected  to  the  Council's  water mains. 


HOUSING 

.Work  is  proceeding  steadily  in  re-housing  families  from  properties  which 
are  unfit  for  habitation.  At  the  end  of  I96O  only  9 families  remained  in  the 
Long  Row  clearance  area,  the  bottom  row  comprising  44  houses  having  been 
demolished  during  the  year.  In  addition  to  the  Long  Rows,  the  Council  also 
re-housed  four  families  from  four  individually  unfit  houses  and  commenced 
proceedings  to  secure  the  re-housing  of  all  the  remaining  feimilies  in  Clegg 
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Yard  (7  houses),  Grundy  Road  (5  houses)  and  had  formally  declared  numbers  3^ 
to  51,  Waterloo  Street,  comprising  I8  dwellings,  to  be  a clearance  area. 
Negotiations  were  proceeding  with  the  owners  to  purchase  this  area  eind  it  is 
anticipated  that  all  the  tenants  of  the  area,  along  with  the  remainder  in 
' Long  Rov;s,  Clegg's  Yard  and  Grundy  Road,  willte  re-housed  during  I96I.

One  area  along  the  main  Derby  Road  is  still  not  connected  to  the 
sewerage  system  but  the  Council  are  preparing  a scheme  to  provide  main 
drainage  as  soon  as  possible.  As  all  the  houses  have  individual  cesspools 

which  require  emptying  frequently,  the  provision  of  a satisfactory  drain  to 
each  house  will  relieve  the  cleansing  department  of  a considerable  burden.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING

Refuse  collection  and  street  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  the  Council's 
Engineer  and  Surveyor's  department  and  a regular  collection  of  house  and 
trade  refuse  has  been  maintained. 

Refuse  disposal,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 
is  carried  out  by  tipping  at  the  Chesterfield  Road  tip. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS 


A considerable  amount  of  time  hcis  been  devoted  to  the  destruction  of  rats 
and  mice  within  the  district  as  the  person  employed  as  tip  attendant,  Mr.  T. 
Barker,  also  acts  as  Rodent  Operator  and,  consequently,  many  more  surveys  and 
"follow  up"  treatment  have  been  carried  out.

In  addition  a 10^j  test  of  the  sewer  manholes  was  carried  out  and  a 
complete  poisoning  treatment  done  in  those  sewers  shown  to  be  infested  with 
rats. 

Four  houses,  including  furniture  and  effedts  were  treated  with  liquid 
insecticide  for  the  destruction  of  bed-bugs  and,  in  addition,  a considerable 
number  of  dwellinghouses  were  inspected  and  sprayed  for  the  eradication  of 
cockroaches. 

PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATED)  ACT,  1928 

14  premises  are  licensed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum,  all  were  inspected 
before  the  licenses  were  issued  and  no  serious  contravention  of  the  regulations 
were  found. 


INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 


MEAT  INSPECTION 

Three  small  private  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  and  in  use  during  the 
year.  Slaughtering  at  each  premises  being  carried  out  mainly  on  Sundays  and 
Mondays  of  each  week.  All  three  slaughterhouses  were  well  maintained  and  no 
nuisances  arose  from  the  premises. 

All  Animals  were  inspected  after  slaughter  and  201  visits  were  made  to  the 
slaughterhouses  for  the  purpose. 

The  council's  report  under  Section  3 of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act  1958  on 
the  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  of  the  district  of  slaughtering 
facilities  was  submitted,  after  the  necessary  consultations  with  butchers, 
slaughterhouse  occupiers,  representatives  of  local  trade  organisations  and  other 
interested  bodies  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and 
Food  on  the  9th  September,  i960.  From  the  report  it  was  appraent  that  only 
two  of  the  slaughterhouses  might  reach  the  standard  required  by  the  appointed 
day,  which  the  Council  recommended  should  be  the  1st  August,  I96I  and  which, 
subsequently,  the  Minister  altered  to  the  1st  October,  I96I.

It  w^s  only  possible  to  make  few  and  irregular  inspections  of  food  shops 
during  the  year,  although  an  attempt  was  made  to  make  more  regular  visits  to 
premises  where  food  was  manufactured  preparatory  to  sale.  Improvements  to 
some  premises  were  effected  without  the  need  for  formal  action  and,  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  Surveyor,  it  has  been  possible  to  secure  that  new  food 
premises  and  alterations  to  existing  premises  are  so  constructed,  and  provided 
with  the  necessary  equipment,  so  as  to  conform  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  regulations* 

There  is  one  manufacturer  of  ice  cream  within  the  area  and  the  premises 
were  regularly  inspected  and  no  contraventions  or  malpractices  observed.

There  were  37  factories  within  the  district  euid  3 other  premises  to  which 
the  Factories  Acts  relate.  Visits  were  made  to  all  the  premises  and  one 

defect,  which  had  also  been  notified  by  the  factory  Inspector,  was  noted  and 
this  was  remedied  by  the  owner  during  the  year.
